During  Christmas  breai< 
a  group  of  students  went  to 
Cincinnati,  Oiiio,  to  live 
and  learn  about  life  in  thie 
inner  city.  Througliout  ttie 
11 -day  venture  tliey  lived 
in  the  youth  hall  of  Wesley 
Methodist  Church  in  a  sec- 
tion of  the  city  known  as 
"Over-the-Rhine." 

Dr.  Tom  Plaut  led  the 
students  in  up-close  and 
personal  contacts  with  the 
homeless,  elderly,  and 
poor.  Job  assignments  for 
the  students  were  based  on 
their  academic  majors. 

Agencies  which  utilized 
the  student  volunteers  in- 
cluded centers  for  the  el- 


derly, a  shelter  for  the 
homeless,  a  soup  kitchen, 
a  "free"  store  which  sup- 
plies the  needy  with  food 
and  clothing,  a  clinic,  and  a 
bath  house  which  provides 
laundry,  shower,  and  hair- 
cutting  services. 

This  was  the  9th  such 
trip  Dr.  Plaut  has  led.  More 
than  90  students  have  par- 
ticipated, some  of  them 
more  than  once.

A  17-10  win  over  Elon  in  the 
final  game  gave  the  Mars  Hill 
Lions  a  6-5  record  and  put  them 
in  a  four-way  tie  for  second 
place  in  the  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference. Coach  Felton  Ste- 
phens' charges  had  the  satisfac- 
tion of  handing  the  '89  MAIA  na- 
tional  champion,  Carson- 
Newman,  its  only  defeat.  They 
also  posted  a  30-27  upset  victo- 
ry over  Presbyterian,  which  was 
leading  the  league  at  the  time. 
Those  consecutive  wins  put  the 
Lions  briefly  into  a  possible 
playoff  position,  but  later  losses 
(21-28  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  14- 
16  to  Gardner-Webb)  knocked 
them  out  of  contention. 

The  Lions  opened  the  season 
on  the  road  dominating  Con- 
cord everywhere  except  on  the 
scoreboard,  which  favored  the 
West  Virginians  10-7.  Mars  Hill 
bounced  back  with  a  21-0  victo- 
ry over  Newberry  in  a  rainstorm 
but  then  took  a  36-0  whipping 
from  Catawba. 

Senior  Chris  Jones  provided 
all  the  Lion  scoring  in  a  9-7  win 


over  Wingate  with  three  field 
goals.  Then  came  a  42-0  loss  to 
Western  Carolina. 

At  that  point  the  Lions  did  a 
dramatic  turn-around.  They 
beat  Baptist  College  of  Charles- 
ton 41-0  in  the  homecoming 
game  and  posted  the  consecu- 
tive upsets  against  C-N  and 
Presbyterian.  Then  came  the 
disappointing  losses  to  L-R  and 
G-W  and  the  season-  ending  win 
over  Elon. 

Six  Lions  earned  all-confer- 
ence honors.  Punter  Randy 
Whitson,  defensive  tackle
